Some professions are not regulated by law, but 
may haye professional bodies in which mem- 
bership is voluntary. Some yoluntary bodies 
provide certification courses and registration, 
which may be of value to those seeking work 
in the profession. 


Professional Regulatory Bodies 


Each regulated profession has its own regula- 
tory body. The professional regulatory bodies 
require that their members meet professional 
standards and adhere to professional codes of 
ethics. They have the authority to: 

set entry-to-practice requirements 

set standards of practice 

assess qualifications and credentials 

register qualifications and credentials 

register qualified applicants 

discipline members 


Entry Into a Regulated Profession 


To enter a regulated profession, apply to the 
regulatory body responsible for that profes- 
sion. The regulatory body will assess your 
qualifications and, if you qualify, will license, 
register, or certify you to practise your profes- 
sion in Ontario. In most cases, you will have 
to write one or more professional examina- 
tions. (Although the regulatory bodies try to 
provide examinations in both English and 
French, many of the exams are available only 
in English.) You may also have to take some 
retraining or upgrading courses. 


It is important to have some understanding of 
the licensing process of the profession before 
you begin, This information will help you 
decide if and when you should apply for 
registration.

In Ontario, certain professions are regulated 
by self-governing bodies established under 
provincial laws to protect the public by set- 
ting standards of practice and competence. 
These professions are called regulated profes- 
sions. A list of regulated professions is pro- 
vided below. 


In some regulated professions, a person must 
be registered with the regulatory body in 
order to work in the province or even to use 
the title of the profession. All such profes- 
sions are included in the following list. 


In other regulated professions, a person can 
do the work of the profession, but must 
register with the regulatory body in order to 
use the title of the profession. While mem- 
bership in these professional bodies is not 
mandatory, some employers may require a 
person to be registered in order to work. The 
list provided here includes only the largest 
professions in this category.
